A Sharper Hilled by a Man Whom It Is

Sapposed

That He lHad Deflranded lm Alleged

Stock Tranunetions,

Nsw York, August 31.—About 2 o'clock
Davis, otherwise
known ss William Warren, was shot and

killed in & room which he ealled his office,

at No, 113 Reade streei, by a man who

gives his name as James T. Holland, and
says he ig 8 Texan, and that he came here

from Abilene, Kss. Davis iss well-known
sporting man, ocoupying this room for sev-
eral years,conducting an alleged bro
business in mining and other
reom is only about 8x10 feet, lighted by a
gingle window, and is filthy in the ex-
treme. “The"” Davis, the brother of the
muordered man, was present st the time of
the shooting, and tumbled down two
flights of satairm in his haste to
get away. As Holland was walkin
rapidly away from the scene, “The” Da
pointed him ont to & policeman, who ar-
rested him. Holland was reticent about
the matter, mersly asserting that the kill-
ing was jostifisble. It is supposed that
the ghoo'ing grew out of some transaction
in stocke, en searched at the station
8 heavy revalver, $1500 in money and two
gold watchee were found on him. In the
right hand of the dead man wasa $5-bi ],
and ecattered gbont on the floor were
bonds of the face value of $500. In the
desk was a large quantity ol appe-
rent secoritiee, among them 20,-
500 in bonds of the ecity of Mattoon,
Iil., signed by Thos. B, Lans, superyisor,
and W. O. ﬁllia. clerk. The d‘:k also
enntained blank shares of the Santa Rata
Silver Mining Company of Nevada and of
the Pioneer and Innskeep Mill and Mining
Company, Davis was shot twice, once
through the breast near the heart and once
in the neck. Little or nothing is known
of Holland. It is eaid he has nsed several
namea and came from Colorado, He is
about five feet eleven inches in haght,
has a light complexion and is well built;
he has straight, light brown hair and a
light mustache. He claime to be single.
ADDITIONAL DETAILS,

The following additionsl detai’s of the
occurrence are learned from *“The.” Davis,
the brother of the murdered man: Hol-
land erw0e to New York in response to &
letter {rom Thomas Davis, to boy eoun-
terfeit money. His visit“to the office was
for the purpose of obtaining $10,000 i
counter eit money. On his arrival he en-
tered the room occupied by Thomas Da-
vis, whosa deak 8 cloge by & partition.
In the adjsiniog room, unkoown to Hol-
lasd, Theodore Davis was concealed. Da-
vis produced and showed Holland 10,000

{ in gennine gresnbacke. Holland examined

the bilis and handed them buck to Da-
vie, who placed them in a black hand-
beg on the desk closa to the
partition. He then endeavored to
engage the Texan in conversation, and
tried to distract bis attention. At what he
thonght was the proper momest he gave a
concerted signal, and Theodors Davis
opencd & trap-door in the partition snd
removed the bag. intending to replace it
with one similar in sppearnnce, but con-
taining only a quantity of paper done up
in packeages, lonking like bank notes. At
this moment Holland chanced to glance
up from counting his money and saw the
movement. In 8 momsent be was on his
feet and had drawn his revolver. “You
—_— — —— —" he cried, “trying to
rob  me. Teke that,”! and fired.
Holland turned and fired a ghot throogh
the partition of the room ia which Theo-
dora Davis was concealed. 7Then the
Texan walked down the stairs and into
the street, when Theodore Dayis followed
him, erying: “He has shot my brother!”
“S85 1 did,"” retorted Holland., “He tiied
to rob me, and this is the pisté]l Ishot him
with.,” The brother, with the murderer
and officer, went back to the office at
Reade strect, wihere Hclland pointed
to the bag containirg the spuorious
money, saying: “Officer, 1 want vou
to take charge ol this bsg.” Hol-
land was theata%en to the station,
while 1 heotore Davis put on his bat and
cont, and taking the $10,000in good money
which had been unnotieed in the back
rootn, dsappeared, When Le went to the
statinn to surrendar he no longer had the
$10,000, In the ¢rowd he saw a man
whowmn he kaew as a friend of Holland, and
called npon the poliee to arrest him. The
